Solenhofen elate of Bavaria," 


•writes Professor H. Q. Seeley in his 
•recent Httlo volume, ' 'The Story of the 
Earth In Past Ages," "makes known 
numerous insects and other forms of ter- 
restrial life of this period, including the 
oldest IciKWii bird. A bird is known by 
its fottt-liers, though there is no reason 
•why the covering to the skin should not 
bo as variable in this group of animals 
as itruoug reptiles or mammals. It is, 
therefore, rciaurkable that the oldest 
kuov/n bin!, 
the archseopteryx, has 


feathers as •well developed as in the ex- 
isting representatives of tho class and 
similarly arranged. 


The animal is an elegant, slender 


bird, which ia chiefly remarkable for 
showing teoth in tho jaws. About 12, 
short iind conical, occur on each side 01 
tho upper jav;. The bird was larger 
than tho robin in its body and had Q 
tail of which thers was a bony core 
somo six inches in length. The wings 
were quite as well developed aa the legs, 
and there aro some evidences that tha 
former could bo applied to the ground, 
as are the fbre logs of quadrupeds, al- 
though the featheia- show the" wings to 
have been constructed on the same- plan 
as the birds of today. The Sclenhofoii 
stone, in which so many of the remains 
of fishes, reptiles and insects aro found, 
is tho same us that used for Tithographio 
purpeKJt, being of exceeding close tor- 
ture i.uil of remarkable smoothness 
when prepared for its work."

We first bear at London in any im- 


portant sense aa u city of Roman Brit- 
ain. The incoming of the Saxon oon- 
qnerora is followed by nearly 300 years 
of unbroken silence, and it is this long 
period which has caused somo historians 
to assume, rather than prove, that Ro- 
man London had altogether ceased to 
exist But -when the light of history is 
ngniu shed upon this part of the newly 
made England there is much to show 
that London had, to a large extent, pre- 
served her independence aa a place of 
commerce and civic organization. 
The 


Saxon settlements appear all round her, 
and perhaps the little village of Char- 
ing, within a mile of her walls, affords 
tho most significant testimony to the 
Suxou settlements round London rather 
than in London. 


The Saxon conquerors appear as polit- 


ical roasters of London and introduced 
into her municipal life tho folkmoot, 
which originally met in tho open air on 
a piece of land near Paul's Cross and 
which is perhaps represented by the 
Common hall of tho citizens of- London 
of the present day; many Teutonic cus- 
toms which lie imbedded in the munic- 
ipal usages of mediaeval times, many 
Democratic innovations in municipal 
institutions which appeal- throughout 
tho early years of Plantagcnet rule, 
when tho "common people" over and 
over again asserted their right to take 
part in the municipal elections and 
transactions of the day. But both the 
settlements round London and the po- 
litical lordship over London do not ap- 
penr to have made London a Saxon city 
and its municipal institutions of Saxon 
origin. The lex mercatoria of Roman 
London seems never to have quite died 
out. 


In tho court of the merchants there 


were always professional lawyers, and 
perhaps tho most remarkable svirvivalof 
Roman institutions in Britain is the 
practice of tha old order of sergeants at 
law, who assembled iu tha nave of the 
old St. Paul's cathedral, each sergeant 
having been allotted a special pillar in 
tha cathedral at his appointment, where 
ho met his clients iu legal consultation, 
hearing tho facts of tho case, taking 
notes of tho evidence or pacing up and 
down. This is tho exact parallel to the 
assembling of tho Bomau juriaperiti at 
early morn in tho i'omm to consult with 
their clients ai;d cannot bo explained 
except by the theory of direct continn- 
ajico of practice from Roman times. — 
Contemporary Review.
